The local legislators passed 
an ordinance which fixes serv­ 
ice departm ent wages as fol­ 
low's :

hour; 
truck 
drivers and m aintenance man. 
98 cents per hour; laborers, 87 
cents per hour; street sw eepers,: 
65 c ents per hour ; and one horse 
wagon and driver, 98 cents per 
hour.

from the city fathers “ studying 
the w rong pay schedule.” Theyj 


had intended to give a 124 per­ 
cent raise, but the figures they 
set down were:

The trouble was that some of 
the laborers were already mak- 
ir g 88 cents per hour. 
In addition to raising the sal­ 
aries of service departm ent em ­ 
ployes, the bill passed Tuesday 
also fixed the salary of the city I 
health clerk at $110 per month,, 
the salary of a stenographer for 
the city solicitor at $35.42 p e r 
month and the pay of the service 
man for parking m eters at $150 
per month. 
It was explained 
that 
the 
city health clerk would be giv- j 
en additional duties. 
Before the rules were suspend­ 
ed and a vote taken on the ordi­ 
nance Councilman Cook stood up 
to announce he had tw'o ques­ 
tions to raise. 
“ The first,” he said, “ is jo c u -: 
lar, the second serious. First I 
want to know if in passing this 


ordinance we will be t a k i n g 
money out of the general fund, 
or saving the city money, some 
$3,000, as w»e did the last time?

“ MY SECOND question c o n ­ 
cerns the salary increase for the 
city health 
nurse. 
Actually it 
isn’t a raise, since w e’ve added 
more duties. What I w a n t to 
know is should these duties be 
specified?” 
Councilman 
George 
Crites 
elected to answ er the question. 
He said it was a m atter which 
couldn’t very well be specified, 
since the nature of the duties 
would have to be taken up with 
Safety Director C. O. Leist. 
“ Due to the complication of 
the thing, if s better to let it 
slide while we work It o u t - 
under cover, so to speak,” he 
added with a grin.

should not be specified, Crites, 
som ewhat reluctantly, s h e d a 
ray of financial light on the sub­ 
ject.

Ja m e s 
Carney (D-Cuvahoga). Following 
the decision of the caucus, the 
resolution was placed on tom or­ 
row’’!* calendar for floor action 
by the rules committee. 
Passage 
is deemed 
certain, 
• m d toe resolution then will go 
to the senate. If the senate con­ 
curs, as expected, five m em bers 
of each house will conduct the 
probe and report baric to the as­ 
sem ble bv May IO.

ADMIRAL HOLDING TALKS

TOKYO, Feb. 
21—Increasing 
rum ors of plans for a Nationalist 
invasion of the Chinese mainland 
circulated in scattered sections 
of the Orient today and seemed 
to give meaning to the United 
Nations em phasis on the “ strat­ 
egy of slaughter” in Korea. 
lf it has 
been

send Chiang 
Kai-shek’s 
For­ 
mosan troops charging against 
the beaches of China, then the 
M acArthur 
determ ination 
to 
kill Chinese rather than recap­ 
ture Korean territory 
m akes 
full sense in a military way. 
Vice-Admiral Arthur Struble, 
commander-in-chief of the U. S. 
Seventh Fleet, arrived in 
Tai­ 
pei, Form osa, today for a series 
of top-level defense conferences 
with Chinese 
Nationalist 
lead­ 
ers. 
Struble said his mission was to 
prepare the Nationalists to meet 
a possible Chinese 
Communist 
invasion of the island 
strong­

permitting that hope .’or peace 
to disarm him psychologically 
for the task at hand, which is 
w a’ . 
As any good c o m m a n d e r 
must. M acArthur is concentrat­ 
ing his forces for the worst pos­ 
sible military situation, prepar­ 
ing to m eet w hatever his enemy 
m ay throw’ at him. 
The exam ple of the w'ay the 
Chinese Communists used hopes 
of peace to further 
their w ar 
aim s on the China m ainland is 
too close at hand to perm it Mac­ 
A rthur and his forces to be psy­ 
chologically 
disarm ed

M acA rthur has stressed that the 
strategy of the United Nations 
arm y rn Korea now is to kill 
Chinese, not to recapture “ real 
estate.”

Stabiliser Wants 
Labor On Board 


WASHINGTON. Feb. 2 1 -E c o - 
nomic Stabilizer Erie Johnston 
today delayed a decision on a 
new pay increase formula while 
bargaining for complete labor 
support in the nation s mobiliza­ 
tion program . 
Johnston indicated that his 
ruling on an order relaxing the 
Jan . 25 wage freeze will be de­ 
ferred until arrangem ents ar* 
m ade for L abor’s return to the 
Wage Stabilization Board and 
safeguards are erected against 
further withdrawal. 
The 
economic 
stabilization 
chief m ade it plain that the ad- 
mimstation wants a 
tri-partite 
board—labor, industry and pub­ 
lic—to handle the wage control 
program and has no faith in the 
idea of a single wage adminis­ 
trator. 
Johnston 
said 
he 
had 
“ no 
idea” when he would act on La­ 
bor s dem and for a 
12 percent 
w age increase formula instead 
of the IO percent figure adopted 
by public and industry m em bers 
of the WSB. The latter action led 
to L abor’s resignation from the 
board.

WOMEN IN UNIFORM 
TO WHAT extent women should be a 
part of the nation s arm ed services is a 
question now 
in a highly controversial 
phase Proposal by Mrs. Mildred McAfee 
Horton, a former president of Wellesley 
College, who commanded the W a v e s in 
World Wa? II, that women be drafted for 
noncombatant posts will obviously get no­ 
where. 


Yet the present statutory limit of two per 
cent for women in uniform in each of the 
a rm e d services is admittedly too rigid and 
too small. That would restrict to 70,000 the 
n u m b e r of women in an all-out force of 
3,500,000 that President Trum an and Sec­ 
re ta ry of Defense Marshall want by Sum­ 
m e r. 
It is said by spokesmen for the Air Force 
th a t a woman could competently hold one 
job out of every IO. Other services, too, are 
considering replacing “ a rm c h air” m e m ­ 
b ers by women. Even now' the Senate pre­ 
paredness subcommittee plans “a s p o t 
check of all air bases, Army posts a n d 
N avy and Marine establishments to s e e 
how m any women can handle military a s­ 
signments now held by able-bodied com­ 
bat mon ” 
To the* degree that this plan to use more 
women volunteers is for the purpose of re­ 
leasing mer. for potential combat duty, it 
has merit. 


LIQUID FIR E 
WHATEVER the reason behind the con­ 
tinuous attacks by U. S. forces in Korea 
and the apparent weakness of the Chinese 
aggressors com pared to their e a r l i e r 
strength, a plausible explanation offered 
is “jellied liquid fire.** 
This is a preparation perfected during 
World War II, which ignites on contact. It 
is dropped from allied planes on Chinese 
forces. The casualties caused by this effec­ 
tive preparation are reported to be terrif­ 
ic. In addition to liquid fire, tactical bomb­ 
ing and air strafing of enemy units have 
caused unusually heavy enemy losses. 
It is hardly conceivable that Russia 
doesn’t have the know-how to create this 
fire. But Russia is short of oil and m ay be 
conserving its stocks for use later. Be­ 
cause of Russia’s failure so lur to make ail 
all-out aerial com m itm ent in Korea, Mac- 
A rthu r’s forces h a \e total command of the 
skies. 
The United States and the West have this 
“ fire” superiority over a primitive people 
that seems to more than balance the Chi­ 
nese advantage in manpower. But in a gen­ 
eral world war liquid fire would be used by 
both sides, adding to the horror of the con­ 
flict.

I receive loads of letters which I cannot 
read and which all in my office try to de­ 
cipher as though it were a foreign tongue. 
Often the trouble is what might be called

tinctive. Often it is obviously a “ she” who 
cultivated a penmanship which stands out 
like nothing else on earth. But it cannot 
be read. 
One correspondent writes with a v e r y 
thinly pointed pen in great strokes. Really. 
to read every word would require one of 
those funny magnifying glasses that e y e 
doctors stick on their noses when they look 
into your eves. It is all very beautiful on 
the page—like an etching—but it does not 
read. 
Often the worst writing comes on t h e 
fanciest stationery. I am told that private 
schools go in strong for this “ personality” 
penmanship, which cannot be read and is 
a sort of secret code among the initiates. 
The cult of penmanship is in some way 
related to the exposure of the subcon­ 
scious. Not being a seer, I cannot m ake out 
the subconscious. I only know that some­ 
one has taken pen in hand and wishes to 
communicate to me, either to say that I 
have the best mind since Aristotle or that 
I am so low a character that a louse is 
my peer. 
But neither praise nor sm ear comes 
forth Rather it is a puzzle —not a Chinese 
puzzle because I might make something of 
that nor Semitic nor Slavic. No! It is none 
of these, but something in the realm of 
non-objective art. like my own signature, 
which I devised at an early age to guard 
against its being copied should I ever have 
enough money to put it on a check, It has 
now become an unbreakable habit l i k e 
opium and even looks as though it might 
have been written under its influence. 


The letter “ M” seem s to lend itself to a 
Druid influence. Three vertical lines are 
capped by a broad horizontal line. Failure 
to do it correctly m akes it look like a Rus­ 
sian “ N,” which can look like an English 
“ H.” ii you know what I mean. When I 
see that curious *M,” I a m often prevented 
from reading the letter because my mind 
wanders to the secret purpose of doing an 
“ M” the hard wav when it can be written

My wife says that she once listened to a 
prolonged conversation among parents on 
the virtues of the backstroke.

This is 
a tricky style, the writer so smudging the 
paper that there could not have been an 
intent to have the item read.

My wife says that the defenders of the 
backstroke say that it m akes the writer 
distinctive, different, altogether unusual.

On the home fronts, Austral­ 
ians and New Zealanders appar­ 
ently have nothing to fear from 
Communism. 
The party has been outlawed 
and any enthusiasm that t h e 
people might have felt for Com­ 
munist theories at any time in 
the past seem to have been dis­ 
sipated by the fresh avalanche 
of proof from Europe and else­ 
where that subscription to inter­ 
national Communism is surren­ 
der to slavery.

County Judge Charles M. Mor­ 
ris set March 2 as the date for 
representatives of the railroad Jto 
plead to the indictments. 
The maximum 
penalty 
for 
j manslaughter in New Jersey is 
ten years imprisonment and a 
fine of $1,000. Since the railroad 
is not an individual, it was pre­ 
sumed that the maximum penal­ 
ty that could be exacted would 
be an $84,000 fine.

A bill to prohibit fraudulent 
advertising for eyeglasses w a s 
re a d for thp first time in Circle­ 
ville city council Tuesday. 
The city fathers declined to 
pass the ordinance under sus­ 
pension of rules "until the pub­ 
lic has had a chance to express 
their views on the 
matter." 
Rules require an ordinance to 
he read three times. 
The ordinance w as presented 
for consideration of council

local eye specialists. It would 
prohibit " a n y ad v e rtise m e n t by 
n ew sp ap er,
